1 . A method for generating an x-ray beam, said method comprising the steps of: 
operating a cathode to generate an electron beam; 

directing the electron beam from the cathode through a selectable shaped aperture in 
an accelerating electrode, wherein the accelerating electrode is positioned in a central 
recess of an anode surface; and 

impinging the electron beam at an acute angle on the anode surface to form a focal 
spot on the anode surface.
